LAKE CHARLES. LOUISIANA, 1 
* Thursday, January 25, 1894. / 

Second Annual Session.-The Gulf Mission of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church assembled in its second annual session in the Methodist Episcopal 
ohureh, South, Lake Charles, Louisiana, Thursday morning, January 25. at 9 
o’clock. 

Presiding Bishop.— Bishop John M. Walden, D. D., LL D„ was present 
and presided. 

Opening Religions Exercises.-Bishop Walden announced the hymn, “All 
hail the power of Jesus’ name,” which was sung in a spirited manner by the 
members of the Mission and the company present. The Bishop then read 
seventeen verses of the first chapter of Paul’s first letter to Timothy, and led 
the Mission in prayer. After singing, “Jesus hath died that I might live,” 
prayer was offered by Superintendent Rev. Cyrus A. King. 

Address of Welcome.— Prof. S. A. Knapp in a few appropriate words wel- 
comed the Bishop and members of the Mission to the hospitality of La ke Cha-les. 

Response.— Bishop Walden responded pleasantly and at some length to this 
address. 

Roll Call.— The roll was called by the Secretary of the last annual session 
of the Mission. The following were present and answered to their names : P. A. 
Drown, Cyrus A. King, P. A.Robidoux, Asbury Wilkinson, S. E. Pendleton, D.D., 
E. L. Wells, P. 0. Chaney, J. F. Ross, M. E. Diehl, Chas. K. Woodson. 

Election of Officers.-On motion Chas. K. Woodson was elected Secretary 
by acclamation. M. E. Diehl was elected Statistical Secretary and J. F. Ross 
was elected Treasurer. 

Hoiirs ior Sessions. — The time tor the regular sessions was fixed at from 
9 to 12 in the morning, the first half hour to be spent in devotional exercises. 

iVomination.8*— On motion Dr. S. E. Pendleton and Chas. K. Woodson were 
made the committee to nominate the regular standing committees. 
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Introductions. — The following persons were introduced: Rev. J. A. Parker, 
D.D., Pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, Lake Charles, La.; 
Rev. S. H. Barteau, Pastor Congregational Church, Lake Charles; Rev. M. E. 
Diehl, Rev. J. F. Ross, Rev. P. C. Chaney. 

The Seventh Question.— The Seventh Question, “Was the character of each 
Preacher examined?” was taken up. Superintendent Cyrus A. King’s name 
was called, his character parsed, and he read his report. (See report.) 

Address.— Bishop Walden addressed the Mission on the duties and privi- 
leges of the Preacher, enforced by some timely and valuable reminiscences of 
the fathers of Methodism and the entries made in Bishop AsbupCs Journal in 
reference to the early work of Methodism in this country. 

Examination of Character.— The names of the following Preachers were 
called, their characters were passed, and they reported their work: Dr. S. E. 
Pendleton, Chas. K. Woodson, J. F. Ross, W. H. Cline, M. E. Diehl, P. J. 
Robidoux. 

On motion of the Secretary it was ordered that when w'e adjourn we adjourn 
to meet at 2 o’clock p. M.

Address -Bishop Walden addressed the members of the Mission on the 
importance of reading God’s Word in the congregation, according to the “Order 
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of Public Worship,” as fixed by the Discipline, after prayerful preparation and 
with due regard to the leading of the Holy Spirit in the selection of the lessons, 
one from the Old Testament and one from the New Testament Scriptures, as 
well as to ask the blessing of God upon his word and the people. 

Book Concern Accounts. — On motion a committee on Book Accounts was 
ordered, and the New York book accounts, together with the Western book 
accounts from St. Louis, were placed in the hands of E. L. Wells for collection. 

The Seventh Question.— The seventh question was resumed, and P. A. 
Drown and E. L. Wells answered to their respective names, their characters 
passed, and they reported their work. 

Periodicals.— On motion of the Secretary a committee on Periodicals was 
appointed, consisting of Dr. S. E. Pendleton and P. A. Drown. 

Address.— Bishop Walden spoke in the interest of the Ep worth League, and 
laid some stress upon the necessity and helpfulness of the organization of 
Epworth Leagues in the various charges throughout the Mission, carefully 
outlining the relative difference between the work of the Sunday School and the 
Epworth League work. The Epworth Herald, the Bishop said, was just the 
periodical to inform our young people and impress them with the great work of 
Methodism, and, considering its low price of subscription, ought to be in the 
hands of every young man and woman of our church. 

Order of the Day — P. C. Chaney moved that 10 o’clock a. m., Saturday, be 
set apart for devotional services and the observance of the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper.

Minutes Approved.— The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and ap- 
proved. 

Address.— Bishop Walden gave some timely thoughts on tfhe nature and ne- 
cessity of our prayer services. “How to pray and what to pray for,” was em- 
phasized and illustrated by the Bishop to the great edification of every member 
present. 

Report of Committees.— The report of committees was taken up, and the 
committee on publishing the minutes made a verbal report, recommending that 
three hundred copies of the minutes be published and that the roll of the Mis- 
sion be called for subscriptions to the minute fund. 

The report was adopted. 

Subscriptions to Minute Fund.— On the roll being called the followino* 
members responded: 

Bishop Walden, $2.50; P. A. Drown, $2.00; Chas. K. Woodson, $3 00; Cy- 
rus A. King, $3.00; P. J. Robidoux. $2.00; S. E. Pendleton, $2.00; E. L. Wells, 
$2.00; P. C. Chaney, $L50; J. F. Ross, $2.00; M. E. Diehl, $2.00. 

On Motion of Supt. C. A. King, it was authorized that the pastors be in- 
structed to solicit subscriptions from the laymen of the several charges to an 
amount equal to each pastor’s subscription. 

Committee on Church Extension reported and the report was adopted. 
(See report.) 

Introductions.— Rev. Thomas Price, superannuated member of the Missis- 
sippi conference M. E. Church, South, and Prof. L. F. Beckford, instructor in 
Lake Charles College, were introduced. 
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The Committee on Sunday Schools and Tracts reported and report was 
adopted. (See report.) 

Address.— Bishop Walden made some timely and interesting remarks on 
the importance of the pastors making use of the church committees appointed 
by the fourth quarterly conference, and showed the reason and need of enlisting 
the support and hearty co-operation of the laymen in the great benevolent in- 
terests of the church. 

Sacramental Service.— At the appointed hour (10 o'clock a. m.) a most im- 
pressive and blessed sacramental service was observed, full of deep impressions 
and sanctifying influences. Bishop Walden administered the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper, assisted by Supt. C. A. King, Dr. S. E. Pendleton and Dr. J. A. 
Parker, of the Methodist Church, South. This service was followed by a gra- 
cious season of song and testimony, expressive of our fellowship and the abun- 
dant grace of Cod our Father through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

The Committee on Education reported and the report was adopted. (See 
report.) 

Application for Aid.— Supt. Cyrus A. King presented the application of 
the Fair view class at Raymond, La., to the Board of Church Extension for aid 
in building a church at that point, with the request that the Mission recommend 
that such application be granted. 

On motion the following resolution was adopted: 

We, the members of the Culf Mission, in Annual Session assembled, recom- 
mend to the Board of Church Extension that the application of the Fairview 
class for aid to the amount of two hundred and fifty dollars loan and two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars donation, in the erecting of a Methodist Episcopal Church 
at Raymond, La., be granted. 

Superintendents Report.— On motion of P. A. Drown the report of the 
Superintendent of the Gulf Mission was requested for publication in the journal 
of proceedings. (See report.) 

Chairmen of Standing Committees.— On motion of P. A. Drown, it was 
ordered that the chairmen of the standing committees for the next ensuing An- 
nual Session be appointed, and that when vacancies occur the Superintendent of 
the Mission be authorized to fill said vacancies at his discretion. (See list of 
standing committees for 1895.) 

Application for Aid —The application of Lake View charge to the Board 
of Church Extension for aid in the building of a Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Lake View, La., was presented by the Superintendent of the Mission and action 
was taken upon it in the same manner as the application of the Fairview church. 
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I lace of Meeting*. By a rising vote, Crowley, La., was unanimously chosen 
as the place of holding the next Aunual Session of the Mission. 

Adjournment — On motion of the secretary it was ordered that when we ad- 
journ we adjourn to m< et at 3:30 p. m. of the' same day. Adjourned by singing 
“Nearer. My God, to Thee,” and the benediction by Bishop Walden.

Missionary Appropriations.-Tbe Bishop announced the appropriations of 
the missionary money to the various charges, and several of the brethren made 
remarks upon the schedule as presented, 4 

Resolutions of Respect.— Resolutions of respect to Bishop Walden were 
adopted.- thanking him for his presence and impartial superintendency. 

Resolutions of Thanks.— Resolutions of respect Were adopted compli- 
mentary to the people of Lake Charles for their hospitable e itertainment, and 
to the pastor, Dr. J. A. Parker, and congregation of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. South, for the use of their ehufcti. ■•••■« 
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Supt. C. A. King was authorized to receive the amount of $4.40 from the 
Mission Treasurer of last session and pay the same to Rev. Asbury Wilkinson. 

Adjournment. — On motion it was ordered that after the reading and approv- 
al of the minutes, the religious service and the reading of the appointments, the 
Mission stand adjourned without day.

For it is God which worketh in you both to will and 
to do of his good pleasure.’* At the close of the sermon a blessed and very help- 
ful consecration service was conducted by the Bishop, with the altar and front 
of the church crowded full. After this service the Bishop proceeded to read the 
appointments of the Mission, and when the hymn, “Am I a soldier of the cross?” 
had been sung, the Mission was formally adjourned with prayer and benediction 
by Bishop Walden.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Gulf Mission, greeting: 

Dear Brethren : — The first year of the organized life of the Gulf Mission 
is closed ; a year of labor not wholly satisfactory, yet in ‘some particulars one of 
Success, especially when we take into account the great financial pressure, short 
crops and low prices of produce which has prevailed. 

Territory. — Territorially we have an extensive field, bounded on the east by 
the Atchafalaya river,, on the north by the Red river and the Texas and Pacific 
railroad, bn the west by the Great Northern railroad, leaving Houston and Gal- 
veston in the Austin Conference, and on the south by the Gulf of xVlexico. 
By consulting the map you will find the field embraces southwest Louisiana and 
southeast Texas, and is nearly 300 miles east and west and 200 miles north and 
south, covering about 50,000 square miles. A country generally believed by our 
northern brethren to be principally sw imps, inhabited by alligators and swarm- 
ing with mosquitoes, but really, when explored, found to be one of the most 
beautiful, healthful and productive p o tions of the United States. Here is the 
great rice country of the south. Here is produced sugar for the millions. Here 
is boundless wealth of timber of the best quality , both soft and hard wood. Here the 
orange blossom perfumes the air and Hovers delight the senses as the years roll 
by. Our numerous lakes and streams teem with choice, fish, while our const 
furnishes oysters and crabs in great abundance. Brethren, we have a goodly 
heritage. Let us thank God for it We have afield calling for our best en- 
deavors. A field in which, we may use,, to the glory of the Master, all our God- 
given strength. A field that ought to call. to our aid many of the noble men < f 
the north, the. hearty , co-operation of tire entire -church and the generous appro- 
priation of funds from; all our great benevolent societies, and we most sincerely 
believe will pay, in the near future, a large per cent on all such investments. 

From the standpoint of organism we are not very large, yet. considering our 
age, we are something of a -child. Six- years ago there wa* no organized Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church or society in- this great southwest country. 

Organization. — Brother Cline came to this country for his health. ! be 
climate proved beneficial, restoring him so far. at least, as to make it possible 
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for him to do service in the Master's cause. He commenced work, organized at 
Crowley, Ebenezer, Fairview and other places, and then under his efficient su- 
perintendency as Presiding Elder the work was organized at Lake Charles and 
along the Watkins railway. So that we now have nine organized charges, ex- 
tending from the historic Teche on the east to the beautiful city of the lake on 
the west, and from the Gulf inland eighty miles to Oberlin, a new and thriving 
town on the Kansas City, Watkins & Gulf railroad. 

Present Conditions- — We have stated preaching places on these circuits 
and stations, numbering twenty-four; organized classes, twenty-two; Epworth 
League chapters, two ; Methodist Episcopal Sunday schools, fourteen, and a 
membership, including probationers, of five hundred or more. 



At the first meeting of the Mission held at Jennings one year ago Bishop 
Andrews framed the work and appointed the men as follows: 

Baldwin J. W. Mougey 

Crowley and Ebenezer Lincoln F. Abernathy 

Iowa and Welsh To be supplied 

Jennings . . Chas. K. Woodson 

Lake Charles To be supplied 

Leesburg W. H. Cline 

Oberlin To be supplied 

Superintendent Cyrus A. King 

Six men including the superintendent. Three places to be supplied. 

At the session of the Kansas Conference, Dr. S E. Pendleton was appointed 
to Lake Charles, thus adding to us an able man and supplying one of the vacant 
places. 

I secured Rev. Elsworth Diehl to supply Iowa and Welsh and Rev. J. II. 
Ross to fill the Oberlin charge. 



Brother Diehl commenced work at once and continued very acceptably to 
supply Iowa and Welsh four months. He then went north to attend school. I 
then secured Rev. A. C. Williamson to supply the Iowa end of the work, which 
he has continued to do acceptably to the end of the year. 



Brother Ross, on account of the sickness of his wife, did not reach Oberlin 
until the first of September. Meanwhile I had kept up the appointments on the 
Oberlin charge with such assistance as I could secure from time to time. So 
that the charge did not materially suffer. Since Brother Ross came, in addition 
to his own work he has supplied Welsh and its outlying appointments. Thus, 
by hard work, we have not only kept up these appointments, but some advance- 
ment has been made. Brother Ross has done good work since he came to the 
Mission. 
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Brother Pendleton arrived at Lake Charles about a month after the Mission’s 
session and has filled the pulpit of Lake Charles ably. Local changes and 
hard times have reduced the membership of this charge a little during the yeai . 
One great embarrassment in Lake Charles is that we have no church buildiug 
an _l we think ourselves too poor to secure one. I have no doubt that if we could 
have entered upon a church building enterprise we should have succeeded, and 
thus housed, greater success would have attended the labors of the church. 

Jennings was visited immediately after the session of the Mission with a 
smallpox scare that drove pastor and people into quarantine for five or six 
weeks. No services or Sunday schools could he held. The pastor. Brother 
Woodson, did the best he could until rho scourge parsed over, then commenced 
work in his usual energetic way, continuing until the first of duly, when he took 
a trip north and while absent was appointed President of Baldwin Academy, 
the place having been made vacant by the resignation of Brother Mougey. This 
appointment took Brother Woodson from Jennings about the first of September. 
He has continued, however, the pastor of Jennings until the end of the year, 
giving them one half his Sundays, and the Superintendent has supplied the 
other. 

Jennings in membership remains about the same as one year ago, recent 
changes have put new life into their hopes and the church is looking up. Fair- 
view, to the north twelve miles, and the only outlying appointment of the Jen- 
nings charge, has resolved to build a church costing about $1100. Such a church 
would cost, in the north, nearly $2000. They will do this without debt. In 
town a few families, recently moved in, have put new life into the church Jen- 
nings at present is our best appointment. 

Evangeline, supplied by Brother Drown, should have been called Jennings. 
Circuit, the name indicating its locality : south, around the beautiful lake Ar- 
thur; east on the Mermentau river and north to China is its geographical loca- 
tion. This charge had three preaching appointments to start with, viz: Lake- 
side, Evangeline and China. Lakeside added Live Oak; Evangeline died, and 
China moved north a few miles, so the charge closes the year with four preach- 
ing places and an increased membership. Brother Drown has done efficient 
work. 

Crowley and Ebenezer, with Brother Abernathy as pastor, commenced well, 
moved steadily forward for eight months, gaining strength until its membership 
reached two hundred. Brother Abernathy then dissolved his connection with 
the charge, and is in school at Evanston, 111., fitting himself for more efficient 
work. 
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Brother Wells, of the Nebraska Conference, was secured for the charge, and 
filled the pulpit the Sabbath after Brother Abernathy left, so there was no 
break in time. Brot her Wells and his excellent wife have done good work on 
this charge. 

Baldwin lias been organized as a charge, since Brother Woodson’s appoint- 
ment to the Academy, with sixteen members. The outlook is hopeful for the 
church and school. 

Lake View charge, in Cameron parish, situated on the east shore of Big 
Lake, with headquarters at Lake View, has been organized during the past four 
months, a colony having settled at' this point. Brother Wells has given some 
time to this point, and the result is a class of about twenty members, and the 



charge calling for a pastor. A hopeful field.

Benevolences. — The Mission will not be able to reach the amounts asked by 
the various benevolent societies, but taking all things into account I think has 
done as well in this direction as could be reasonably expected. 

The men have all done faithful work in every department of church activity 
and their efforts have met a generous response from the people, as a rule. 

Personally. — My relations to the preachers and their families have been 
cordial and brotherly, and to the people of the Mission the same. 

The quarterly meetings have been seasons of interest and spiritual 
refreshing. 

The Outlook. — Dear Brethren, the outlook for the future is hopeful. This 
great southwest country is being occupied by people from the north, many of 
whom are Methodists and need the care of the church: Destitute porti ns are 

calling for our services, not only where northern men are settled, but among our 
southern born people. “The fields are white.” Alas! “The laborers are few.” 

As we go from this annual meeting to the fields assigned us by the Bishop, I 
trust it will be with a new endowment of power from on high to toil, though it 
be with sacrifice, for the salvation of those over whom we may be placed as 
spiritual watchmen. To toil — yes, that is what it means — in this and all other 
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fields in the Master’s cause. We shall not be permitted, most of us, to live in 
fine comfortable houses. Our salaries will be small and more or less uncertain. 
We shall have both rain aud sunshine, mud and dry road, high waters to pass 
through and bridged streams to cross oyer. Some will listen to us gladly and 
drop in our ears words of cheer. Others will turn away unconcerned. 
But is it not glorious to be permitted to do work for God and humanity? Will 
not the success the Master promises and his promised presence more than com- 
pensate for all sacrifice, hardship and deprivation incident to carrying the gos- 
pel to hungry, lost souls in this old, new field? When the last battle is fought, 
the last victory won and we receive an honorable discharge, yea, a cordial 
welcome from the divine lips that now say, “Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature,” as we look back over these scenes shall we not 
break forth in praises to “Him who has counted us worthy, putting us into this 
ministry?” I know you, brethren, and this knowledge assures me that you will 
go out for the coming year in this spirit of the Divine Master to do valiantly for 
God and his cause.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OX EDUCATION. 

We. your Committee on Education, beg leave to submit the following re- 
port : 

We acknowledge with thanksgiving the great and efficient work accom- 
plished by the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education Society among the white 
and colored people of the south, especially during the quadrennium just closed. 
We rejoice ihat the whole church is becoming aroused and is beginning to ap- 
preciate as never before the necessity and greatness of the work as shown by the 
receipts during 1887-91 of $981,197.92, being an advance of $357,196.92 over any 
preceding four years. The enlarged work, however, and the greater responsi- 
bility which it brings requires every dollar that can be raised. We therefore 
recommend that $100 be apportioned to the various charges of the Gulf Mission 
for Educational purposes, and earnestly urge that a special Education Service 
be held at each preaching place. We believe that when the proper effort is 
made the full apportionment can be met. 

BALDWIN ACADEMY. 

Baldwin Academy is pleasantly and advantageously located at Baldwin, La., 
midway between Lake Charles and Xew Orleans on the Southern Pacific rail- 
, and is the only institution of learning under the Methodist Episcopal 
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Church in southwest Louisiana for white people. Our school at Baldwin is 
growing and has recently been carefully graded with Primary, Academic and 
Music Departments which provides for a Literary, Normal, Scientific and Classic 
Course of Study, and under the present management promises increased success. 
The interest and attendance of the present year is an improvement over last year, 
and with some necessary additions to make room and furnish better accommo- 
dations, the work of the institution will reflect great credit upon the Southern 
Education Society and this Mission in the near future. 

Many young people in Methodist homes and those friendly to us, who are 
anxious to obtain a more complete education than the public school offers, or 
where no public school exists, are ready to enter if they can be comfortably ac- 
commodated at reasonable rates. The calamity in the loss of our Boarding Hall 
by fire has beeu a serious drawback to the prosperity of the school, and unless it 
can be rebuilt or something done by way of enlargement its usefulness will be 
materially crippled. We, therefore, recommend and urge the active co-opera- 
tion of all our people and pledge the support of the Mission looking toward the 
building of a suitable boarding hall for the Academy. 

We further recommend that the Superintendent of the Gulf Mission, with 
the pastors at Jennings and Crowley, be appointed a visiting committee, and in 
addition that we recognize this school as an object of our special care and patron- 
age and will most heartily support and assist the President in directing the 
young people of the charge to attend Baldwin Academy. 

In order that our sympathy may be the more thoroughly enlisted we advise 
that all collections for Education taken within the bounds of the Mission, out- 
side of Children’s Day collection, be set apart and devoted to our school at 
Baldwin. 



REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MISSION CAUSE. 

Your Committee on .the Mission Cause beg leave to report as follows: 

Southwest Louisiana and southeast Texas, with its towns and rural districts 
inhabited by a mixed people, French and English speaking, together with an 
emigration from the north, is an inviting field for our Missionary Society. At 
mauy points the French Catholic people, having lost faith in the Roman 
Church, are calling for Methodist preaching. And as we have only one mis- 
sionary to these people the calls cannot be responded to. This work demands an 
increased force and also the establishment of schools. Our French missionary in 
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his report of eighteen months work, shows great success in winning the people 
for Christ, and is a Macedonian cry for help. The report of members of this 
Mission to the English speaking people, of their last year’s work, summed up, 
sets forth the following facts : 

1. There are many places destitute of the gospel. 

2. These destitute people are not indifferent as to evangelical church in- 
fluences. 

3. Many of these people desire the ministration of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

4. In these places Sunday schools can be organized and classes formed, out 
of which will grow circuits and stations. 

5. Many of these places are few in members now, but they are growing and 
will continue to grow until the - c little one shall become a thousand.” 

Every indication seems to warrant the belief that this country will fill up and 
become populous. The immigration to this entire section is largely from the 
northern states. In all these settlements are found members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church who are anxious for the fellowship of this church and are 
ready to co-operate with our missionaries in building up Methodism in these 
new and needy communities.
